The Kind of J?ood That Is Bellstaed Most 


by Sheep. 


It is well known that the sheep, of 


all our domestic animals, most relish 
Hue fodder. 
Sheep take infinite pains 


to select the finest-parts of the grasses 
—the heads, leaves and fine branches 
of clover, leaving, the .main stalk in 
their racks untouched; while cattle 
and horses will eat all alike, if of good 
quality. We remember that a noted 
farmer once made the- strong .state- 
ment, that cutting fodder for sheep 
was a waste of time, and that they did 
not eat it as well after as before out- 
ting. This lod ns to experiment to test 
the°corroctness of.Jiis statement. 
We 


took lit'ty pounds of early cut and 
nicely ciircil timothy hay and fed it to 
sixty" thrift}', common sized, medium 
wonted sheep, in .clean racks. 
After 


giving them longer than the usual time 
to eat it, we found twelve pounds of 
fragments left. 
The next day fifty 


pounds of the same hay, cut short, was 
fed to them, and after the same length 
of time for eating, we gathered up every 
thing in-the racks, and found only two 
pounds, and this. composed of the 
InnsjfBst bits of hay. We made also a 
comparative--experiment with clover 
hay, corn-stalks and straw, and found 
the saving as great in proportion. 
In 


the case of corn-stalks, they would eat 
nearly 
all- .of 
them 
after cut- 


ting 
one-eighth 
inch 
long, 
the 


bnts - being cut into thin shavings, 
the' tough 
hard rind broken into 


shreds; while in the uncut state, they 
would eat only the leaves, tassels and 
line parts, leaving the stalk almost en- 
tire. Wo tried with cut feed of various 
lengths, andjfound that the shorter it' 
was"cut the cleaner they would eat it. 
Invariably the longest straws were 
left, 
We found, practically, that no 


other animal is benefited so much by 
cutting its fodder as the sheep. The 
principal saving in cutting is that it is 
all eaten and therefore the animals ap- 
.pear to cat less. It is an excellent 
plan to mix hny and straw together 
after cutting, or they may be mixed 
before cutting. In this way. sheep will 
aat nearly all the straw, and keep in 
good condition.. By cutting, food of 
different qualities may be mixed to- 
gether and thus save all. It is then in 
a convenient form for mixing in bran, 
middlings or meal. 
Sheep may be 


wintered in fine condition on straw 
cut and mixed with a small portion of 
bran or meal. Two quarts of bran, or 
one quart of meal to the bushel of 
straw, we.have found to keep sheep 
and other stock in good condition. We 
have cut the fodder for all-our animals 
for many years and know that it pays, 
but for no other aninial does it pay as 
Well as; lorJsheepv—;National Livestock 
Journal.

The Case of the Chicago Anarchists Be- 


fore the Supreme Court. 


WASUINOTON, Oot. 21.—Counsel for thi 


Chicago Anarchists made 
unexpected 


progress to-day, and succeeding in bring' 
ing their case at once before tbe Supreme 
Court of the United States. They mel 
Justice Harlan in the Supreme Court 
(numbers by appointment at half-pasi 
tun o'clock this forenoon, for the purpose 
of presenting their petition for the inter' 
forenco of the Supreme Court with the Illi< 
noii Supreme Court decision. To a brief 
und formal statement of the object of 
their visit, Justice Harlan responded by 
toying: 


"This is an application for a writ 01 


error to bring up for review by the Su> 
]>romo Court of the United States, the 
judgment of tho Supreme Court of the 
N tutu of Illinois, involving the liberty of 
one of the petitioners and tho lives of the 
others. The tima fixed for the execution 
of tho sentence of death Is, I am informed, 
t ho llth day of November next. Under 
tlm circumstances, it is my duty to facili- 
tate an early decision on any case upon 
v. Inch tho Supreme Court of tbe United 
States may properly take cognizance. II 
I 
should 
allow n writ of error it 


is quite certain 
that counsel would 


havo to repeat before that court the argu- 
ment which they propose now to make be- 
lore rno. On the other hand, If I should 
refuio tho writ the defendants would be 
lit liberty to renew their application be> 
(ore uny other justice of the Supreme 
Court, und as human life and liberty are 
involved, that justice might feel obliged, 
nutv. Ithbtandlng a previous refusal of the 
writ, to look into tbe case and determine 
Cor himself whether a writ of error should 
be allowed. If he also refused, the defend, 
nuts coukl take it to some other member 
uf the court, and so on until each justice 
hud been applied to, or until some jus- 
tico granted the writ 
In this way 


it Is immifost that delays might occur 
that would bo very embarrassing in view 
of tho short timo intervening between the 
ilny and the date fixed for the carrying 
into olTect of the judgment of the State 
court. As tho case is one of a very seri- 
ous character, In whatever aspect it may 
be regarded, I deem It proper to make an 
oi dor. which I now do, that counsel pre 
•sent the application.to the court In open 
session, to the end that early and flna! 
action may be had upon tho question 
whether that court has jurisdiction to re 
view the judgment In the case. There it 
no reniou why it may not be presented to 
Iho court at its session to-day. Counse. 
may state that tho application Is made t« 
tho court pursuant to my direction." 


Tho Anarchists' counsel hold a short 


consultation and decided to bring th« 
matter to tho attention of the court at 
ouco, und just before noon Captain Blaclj 
anil Mr. Solomons, of Chicago, General 
Uogor A. Pryor, General B. F. Butler and 
Randolph Tucker, of Virginia, came into 
the court room and awaited tho opening 
of tho court. A few moments later Gen. 
era! Pryor arose, presented the petition, 
and began argument, urging the inter* 
(aronue of tho court on behalf of hi» 
clienU. 


Tho principal points embraced in thi 


printed brief of tbe petitioners, and which 
wero nnipliilad and illustrated by General 
Pryor in his argument, are as follows: 
They challenge the validity of tholllinoll 
law under which tho Anarchist jury was 
Relucted and empaneled on the ground ol 
repugnancy to the Constitution of thi 
United States. The decision of the Illi- 
nois State Court, it is assorted, is against 
tho constitutional rights of trlal'by an Im- 
partial jury. Also, that upon thelrtrlal thd 
Anarchists wore compeled by the State 
Court to be witnesses against themselves, 
which Is contrary to the provisions of th< 
Constitution of tho United States. Th9 
Anarchists being all confined in jail when 
sentence -was passed wore not allowed t« 
bo present nor wore their counsel notified 
to be present, and were not present, and 
no no opportunity was afforded them oi 
their counsel to move in the Supremi 
Court of Illinois for an arrest ot Judgment 
before the sentence was passed. There 
fore, thov pray for n writ of error and re 
versnl of the judgment and sentence ol 
tho Illinois Supreme Court. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Pryor's argu 


ruont Chief-Justice Walte asked him to 
furnish the court with the portions of the 
records that show that the points raised 
in this application were really in the rec- 
ord. This Mr. Pryor promised to do to 
day, and tho Chief Justice told him th« 
court would be ready to announce its de- 
olslon In the matter next Monday. 


The first point presented and dlsussed 


by Mr, Pryor to-day, and one upon which 
he laid great stress, wns that calling In 
question tho validity of a statute in Illi- 
nois enacted In March, 1874, which pro- 
vides that it shall not bo a cause of chal- 
lenge that a juror has road in the newspa- 
pers an account of the commission of the 
crime with which the prisoner is charged, 
nor shall the fact that a juror has formed 
an opinion or impression 
based upon 


rumor or 'newopaper articles disqualify 
him If he shall uate upon oath that he be- 
1 loves he can fai -ly and Impartially render 
a verdict in accordance with the law and 
evidence, and the court shall be satisfied 
of the truth of such statement. 


General Pryor said that the Jury which 


tried his clients was organized under this 
uttttuo, and ho maintained that the statue 
•was in conflict with the Federal Constitu- 
tion, and with tho Constitution of Illinois, 
and that It operated to deprive the ac- 
cused of trial by an "impartial jury"; 
that it abridged"the privileges and im- 
munities of the accused as citizens of the 
United States, and that It deprived them 
of life, liberty and so forth, without due 
process. 


A remark made by Chief Justice Waite 


to Mr. Pryor, during the course of the lat- 
ter's argument, that the only question for 
tho Supremo Court to consider is tho 
validity of the Illinois statute prescribing 
qualifications for Jurors, is taken to in- 
dicnto that tho court will consider only 
that •"» point. 


Th grounds of the Anarchists'appeal 


wore not fully developed in the Supreme 
Court proceedings. 
Randolph Tucker, 


one of their counsel, not being fully in ac- 
cord with his associates, relies wholly 
upon un argument based upon the provi- 
lion 
ot 
the 
fourteenth 
amendment 


shall make or enforce may law which 
•hall abridge the privileges or Immunities 
ot citizens of the United Statei, nor shall 
any State deprive any person of life, lib- 
erty or property without due process of 
low, nor deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws." In the opinion oJ Mr. Tucker this 
prorision of the Constitution is violated in 
many important respects by the State 
laws and judicial practices under which 
the Anarchists were condemned. 
His 


first claim is that the words "due process 
of 
law" involve 
trial 
by 
jury, 


a right which counsel claims to have 
been denied the anarchists, inasmuch as 
the jury was composed of men prejudiced 
against the defendants, convinced in ad- 
vance of their guilt, and determined upon 
conviction. This is based upon the fact 
that more than one juror was accepted 
•who declared that be had been convinced 
of the guilt of the defendants, and had 
expressed the opinion that they should be 
hung, but that he would be bound by the 
evidence. Such a juror, it is claimed, 
was incapable of 
renclorin;; an 
im- 


partial 
verdict, 
and 
ti ul 
by 
such 


jurors 
was 
m 
fact 
no 
trial 
at 


all. 
After the peremptory challenges of 


the defense were exhausted, all jurors im- 
paneled were legally disqualified, and can 
not be recognized as jurors within th<* 
meaning of the law. When the panel was 
exhausted it is claimed that the law was 
further violated by the instruction of the 
court that additional jurors be summoned 
from "The best citizens of Cook Countv," 
and the consequent summoning of bankers 
and merchants. A trial by their peers 
was thus denied to the Anarchists. 


Another point raised is that the record 


shows that an exception was also at one 
time noted to a ruling of the court a<* 
being in violation of the State and Federal 
Constitution. The exception being recog- 
nized by the court, it is claimed that this 
fact alone gives jurisdiction to the United 
States Court. The great point at issue is 
a definition, asked for the first time from 
the United States Supreme Court, of the 
words "due process of law" and their re- 
lation to the "liberty of the citizen," and 
the claim for the first time made that the 
United States Supreme Court must take 
cognizance of an appeal based upon the 
admission to a jury of improper jurors.

Annual Report ol the Governor ol Da- 


kota. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Louis K. Church, 


Governor of Dakota, in his annual report 
to the Secretary of the Interior, states that 
the territory has had another year of won- 
derful growth in population and wealth. 
The report from all sections tell of a de- 
cided increase of immigration compared 
with the same date of last year, and tnat 
the rush ot newcomers has kept well up to 
the average of previous seasons. As a 
matter of course the localities along th3 
line of the railways and the districts hav- 
ing large area of the public domain, sub- 
ject to entry under the homestead and pre- 
emption laws, are receiving the greatest 
number 
of 
settlers. 
The 
report 


states that 2,067,281 acres of land were 
newly filed on; 1,588,672 acres were ac- 
quired by final proof and cash entry, and 
2,837 acres were purchased by land scrip. 
There has been a large immigration dur- 
ing the year to the Derdwood, Devil's 
Lake and Bismarck districts, where much 
of the public land remains unsurveyed. 
The area of unsurveyed lands taken up 
but not filed on during the year is esti- 
mated to bo about 200,000 acres, while the 
sale of lands to settlers by the Northern 
Pacific railroad and by private owners 
during the same period is estimated to be 
about 400,000 acres. The Governor esti' 
mates that 
the grand total of lands 


newly 
filed 
on 
and 
purchased 


by 
immigrants 
for 
* settlement 


for the year closely approximates 2,667,281 
acres or 4,168 square miles. The vacant 
area now open to settlement is stated to 
contain 23,811,446 acres. 
There is ono 


public school to every thirty children of 
school age. The population of Dakota is 
given as 608,477, a gain during the year of 
68,477. The total assessment of property 
in the territory for the past year was 
$157,085,406, an Increase of 20 per cent over 
1886. 
The total bonded debt of the Terri- 


tory is given as $1,098,000. The mileage 
of railroads constructed during the past 
year is stated to be 717, and the total mile- 
age now in operation is 4,208. 


The Governor recommends tbe passage 


by Congress of the Dawes Sioux bill, 
which aims to reduce the size of the Siou* 
reservation, and the appointment of at 
least two additional judges. The report 
states that on the first Monday of Novem- 
ber the people will vote on the question of 
division of the Territory, and adds that 
deep interest is taken in the question ot 
"division and admission," and whether ad- 
mitted as one or two States there are 
many reasons why the people should not 
bo longer deprived of the right to manage 
their own affairs.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The Inter-State 


Commerce Commission yesterday

dered a decision In the case of Keith &

charges not imposed on other shippers of 
a like kind of property. 


The commission decide that until the 


railroad companies provide some suitable 
and convenient place at Covington where 
the complainants may ship and receive 
live stock free from other than the custom- 
ary transportation charges, the defend- 
ants should be and will be required to 
receive from and deliver such live stock 
to complainants at their own yards. 


The commission decide, however, so that 


tliis order may conform to the final deter- 
mination of a suit now pending in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, between 
Keith & Wi'son and these roads, that 
leave will be given to either of tho parties 
to this proceeding to apply for a modifica- 
tion of the commission's order, at any time 
after such final determination of the pend- 
ing litigation in the Supreme Court. 


Edftertonvs. Oberly, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Civil 
Service 


Commissioner Edgerton returns to the 
attack in regard to the interpretation of 
the Civil-Service law, and says that clerks 
of both parties can band together, con- 
tribute for political purposes, and that 
members of such political organizations 
are eligible to appointment as members 
of examining boards. These views are 
in direct conflict with those expressed by 
Mr. Oberly. Mr. Edgerton fully expects 
the President to sustain him. The general 
belief here is that Commissioner Lyman 
will side with Mr. Oberly, thus leaving 
Mr. Edgerton in a minority.

Beturn of tbe Railroad Commte- 


sionera from a Tour of 


Inspection. 


Since early in the,week Hon.Jason 


Rogers, Gen. John I. Rinaker and Sec- 
retary Munson, of the State Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissionere, 
have been making an official inspection 
of various railways in the southern port 
of the state, closing yesterday and HUB 
morning with a tonr over the Peoris, Do- 
catur & Evansville road from Evansville 
to the Mackinaw bridge, traveling a total 
distance of nearly 900 miles. The com- 
missioners get about in style, being ten- 
dered the use of a special combination 
car in which they can sleep, have meals 
served by attentive porters and are af- 
forded an ample supply of fragrant Ha 
vanas. The following named roads were 
inspected before reaching the Decatur 
line: Cairo Short Line, Alton ATerre 
Haute, Chester & Tamaroa, and Louis- 
ville & Nashville. All were found in fair 
shape, with no immediate necessity of 
repair work. 


On leaving Evansville the commis- 


sioners were joined by Hon. W. H. Kret- 
zinge'r, of Logan county, and General 
Manager Ewing, Attorney Stevens and 
Chief Engineer Allen, officials of the P., 
D. & E. road. All forenoon and part of 
the afternoon was spent in examining 
bridges and the track from Evansville 
into Decatur, the special train arriving 
in Decatur at 4:30 p. m. CoL Masrh, of 
Warsaw, the other member of the board, 
was not in the car and had not been 
with the party all week. He is m bad 
health and is detained at his home. Both 
General Einakor and Mr. Rogers pro- 
nounced the eastern division of the P., 
D. & E. in bad shape, both as to bridges 
and road bed, but they added that the 
line could not be said to be in a danger- 
ous condition. 
With ax in hand, Mr. 


Bogers had tested tho timbers of numer- 
ous bridges, and Gen. Rinaker marked 
stringers and piles that should be taken 
out to give place to new timber. Some of 
l,he ties were found to be rotten. All de- 
fects were pointed out to Engineer Allen 
and other officials, and pledges were given 
that needed repairs would be made with- 
out delay. All but about a mile and a 
half of the joint track below Decntur 
was found to be entirely new and sound. 
The remainder will be rebuilt as soon as 
it is possible for the force now on duty to 
do it. Tho joint track is 8 miles in 
length, extending from the Junction to 
Hervey City, and is used by the P., D. & 
E. and tho Terro Haute & Peoria trains. 
The commissioners pronounced the line 
generally rough and out of repair. 


The commissioners did not remain long 


at the depot. They left after a short 
stop for a trip over the western division, 
to inspect tho bridge at Mackinaw, where 
so many Decatur people go fishing. 


ROTTEN TIMBERS. 


The commissioners spent last night in 


Peoria, and came out to the Mackinaw 
bridge this morning. They found the 
bridge in fair condition, but recommend- 
ed that a new pier be put in and the rot- 
ten timbers taken out. The bridge when 
the changes are made "will be in a safe 
condition, as much so as any wooden 
structure can be made. The officials 
ware along. They said they would act 
on all of the many suggestions thrown 
out by tbo commissioners. If they do 
not the line will be condemned. It is 
not likely that any time will be lost in 
making necessary repairs, particularly at 
the Mackinaw bridge. 
The commission- 


ers found the western division of the line 
rough. Between Decatur and Warrens- 
burg it is especially in bad shape. In 
their journey with the commissioners, 
the officials were open and fair at all 
points, and if promises go for anything, 
the P., D. & E. will soon be the best built 
road in the state. The officials say the 
old management run down the road, and 
that ever since they got hold of it they 
have been at work putting it in proper 
shape. 


Commissioner Bogers got home at 11 


a. m. to-day. The board will meet at 
Springfield on Wednesday next.

Tho chairs, in which all the 


noted lawyers of tho post have sat, are re-- 
polished, nnd tho American eagle, which 
eaucily sits just over Chief Justice "Waito's 
bead, has received a new coat of gilding, and 
It looks as fresh as an engagement ring. The 
justices keep their ages remarkably well. 
Chief Justice Wnite has fewer wrinkles now 
than ho had two years ago. Judge Gray's 
round, cannon, ball bald head has cheeks as 
plump as those of Dickens' fat boy, and the 
red blood which tingcw then* shows that his 
system does not lack iron. Stanley Mat- 
thews has grown youus again in his second 
marriage. Justice Stephen J. Field wears 
the same Jovian nir that he has borne in the 
past. Ho drapes his govvu around him like 
tho toga of u Roman senator, and the 10,000 
or 12,000 miles ho has traveled in the past 
year have not affected him. 


Justice Miller looks as fat nnd as com-

great, that in the straits which sometimes arise 
she is leil to go,to "her uncle," the pawnbroker, 
whom thisrasfl is a glossy haired Jew, who 
l»nds money -on watches and diamonds at 10 
per cent, a month.

It bap- 
pens that she also has diamonds to pawn, and 
it also.happens that the mutual pawnbroker 
of these two is somewhat ot a masher. He 
has played his cards so well that he has been 
permitted to call by one of the ladies, and 
thereby has aroused tho jealousy of tho other. 
Very injudiciously he made remarks about 
one of the ladies to a friend of tho other, and 
tbo lady spoken ot straitway went to the 
pawnbroker and a high time was the result.

Fast young men, disap- 
pointed office seekers ouc) even some of the 
department clerks now and then patronize 
the Three Goldon Balls, nnd a number of 
ihese lenders of money ttt high rates have 
rrown rich. 


Secretary Vilas lives in a house that was 


built by a pawnbroker, and I know of several 
prominent men. who furnish the capital for 
brokers "who 
lend at 10 per cent n month. 


These brokers, however, do not take col- 
lateral as security. They lend to govern- 
ment clerks, who often pay their principal 
several times over in interest, and you may 
find lenders of this kind about the very doors 
of congress. . The brokers of the capital lend 
to the congressmen as well ns to the em' 
ployes of tbo building. They get big per- 
centages, and the only consideration is that 
they do not expose the men who borrow.
